CARDINAL BOURNE'S | 


EDUCATIQNAL SCHEME, 


FACULTY OF THEOLOGY 
AND PHILOSOPHY. 


It was suggested by Mr. Eyre, at ‘the 
Roman Catholic Congréss at Birmingham 
yesterday, that all thinking people considered 
the present civilisation doomed. Plans and 
policies devised, apart from religion, to 
remedy the evil were driving the world into 
a state of barbarism, and Catholics should 
unite to enforce Christianity’s claim as tbe 
only means by which civilisation could, if 
there was still time, be saved. 

An earnest plea for more enthusiasm in 
on HR. secondary schools for Catholic 
boys was also made. ~ 

Cardinal Bourne, as President, addressed 
the Congress when it was at Birmingham 
on Friday. He said that the intellectual 
equipment and academic organisation of 
the Catholics of England would not 
be complete until there was a duly consti- 
tuted and endowed faculty of theology and 
philosophy, recognised as such by the Apos- 
tolic See. Such a faculty should be at the very 
side, in close contact with, but in needful 
independence of one, or other, or both of our 
great ancient national universities. It would 
complete the abundant, all but complete cul- 
ture which Oxford and Cambridge were able to 
afford them, and it would give the one thing 
still wanting, the unum necessarium, which 
the Church and her authority alone could 
bestow 


If, said Cardinal Bourne, as may be prn- 
dently hoped, the Holy See gave canonical. 
status to a faculty so constituted, our atu- 
dents would thus able to obtain at home, 
in England, the Catholic academic distinc- 
tions which they at present are obliged to 
seek abroad, while at the same time they 
would be in close touch with those other 


facilities for intellectual development of which i 


these ancient universities are the custodians 
end the dispensers. 

He’ did not propose at present to evoke 
RA or to awaken scholastic strife by 
ntimating any preference as to the Univer- 
sity near which the beginning should be 
made. His euggestion would be that land 
should be acquired for the immediate erection 
thereon of some four lecture rooms, with 
sufficient @epace left free for additions— and

atsuming he had the fands at his disposal, 
he would endow five Jectureshi in (1) 
scholastic philosophy, (2) theology,” (3) 
morals and ethics, (4) ecclesiastical hiatory, 
and (5) Holy Scripture.

THREE STATIONS COMPLETED. 


A message from Kashgar announces the 
completion of a Marconi wireless station at 
that place. 

A contract between the Chinese Govern- 
ment and the Marconi Wireless Telegraph 
cig wot A for the erection of three. stations 
at Lanchowfu, Urumchi and Kashgar, link- 
ing up with Pekin, was concluded in 1919. 
Later it was decided that the first station 
should be erected at Urca instead of 
Lanchowfu. The second station located at 
Urumchi was completed last year, and now 
the third at Kashgar has been successfully 
completed. 

There being no proper roads across the 
Continent, the apparatus had to be packed 
so that it could be transported by camel, 
and it is interesting to note that the enor- 
mous amount of material, including such 
heavy baggage as cement, has been trans- 
ported without serious logs or inconvenience. 

The work has been carried out by Major 

_T. Dockray, to whose pluck and deter- 
mination and skill the! erection of the three 
stations is a striking tribute.

The Regent House, Trinity College, Dublin, 
was crowded to the doors yesterday morning 
when close on 200 delegates assembled to 
enter upon the business of the 46th Annual 


Convention of the Irish National Foresters.

Mr. T. V. Brennan, Darlington, Leeds, 
Grand High Chief Ranger, presided, and 
with him on the platform were High Chief 
Ranger Hopkins, Belfast; Mr. Joseph 
Hutchinson, General Secretary, and many of 
the Executive officers. 

In the course of his Presidential address, 
the Grand High Chief Ranger welcomed the 
delegates to what, he lieved, would 
be an historic Convention. They 
were the first body, he said, to hold its 
annual Convention in Ireland’s capital since 
the restoration of native Government, after a 
struggle of centuries. Established in 1877, 
their Society held firmly to national ideals 
and the teaching of Davis and other Irish 
patriots, some of whom had been distinguished 
students of Trinity and played an important 
part in the struggle. 

The Irish Foresters were the first to preach 
and to prove the ability of their people to rule 
their. own destiny. Not alone in Ireland, 
but beyond the seas, they were the outposts 
of the movement for an Irish Ireland, now 
almost wholly achieved, though after a great 
aacrifioe of life and property. Their mem- 
bers in Great Britain, no less than at home, 
assisted and suffered in the struggle for free- 


dom. 

THE LATE PRESIDENT GRIFFITH. 

His first public duty as Grand High Chief 
Ranger was to come to Ireland to pay 6 
tribute of t to the memory of that 

at Trishman—the late President Arthur 

riffith. 

Having referred to the sacrifices of mem- 
bers of the Society in the struggle for native 
Government, the speaker said it was, indeed, 
significant, as well as a recognition of the value 
to the nation of a Society like theirs, which 
was strictly non-political and non-sectarian, 
yet essentially Irish, that they were meeting

| within the portals of Trinity College, whose 


sons would play an important part in the 
reconstruction and reorganisation of an Irish 
Ireland in the great days ahead. 

The I.N.F. was established as the result 
of English intolerance or misrule. Founded 
by five great Irishmen, of whom their pre- 
sent General Secretary was one, the Society 
had spread throughout the world. To-da 
there were nearly 1,000 branches, wit 
250,000 members, and accumulated funds 
amounting to £200,000. This was a remark- 
able record, when they considered what they 
had gone through—the Great War, the 


‘miners’ strike, and the closing down of the 


steel industry. 
CENTRALISATION PROPOSAL. 

The centralisation proposal to come before 
the Convention would probably mean the 
abolition of branches as such, and the estab- 
lishment. of a central office to administer 
benefits. 

In conclusion, the Grand High Chief 
Ranger said that, as in the past, the 
Society, in the days of peace ahead, 
would take no mean part in the upbuilding 
of “a vast and splendid monument—not of 
oppression and terror, but of broad human 
sympathies, carrying on the true Christian 
doctrine of helping to bear one another’s 
burdens, and foil of wisdom, of peace and 
of liberty.” A great responsibility rested 
or the delegates to think clearly and give un- 
selfish decisions. Interests of country and 
Society should come figst. They should. re, 
member that unity, tationality, and benevo- 
lence were still the watchwords of the 


Society. 

A resolution of sympatiry with Mrs. Harding 
on the death of the late President Harding, 
U.8.A., was then passed, all the members 
standing .as an 2 agp of respect and 
regret. The resolution was proposed by Mr. 
Eardiey (Liverpool), and seconded by Mr. 
McKeown (Dundalk). 

Fraternal greetings were ordered to be con- 
veyed to the delegates of the Irish Trades 
Congress sitting at the Mansion House, on the 
motion of Mr. Eardley (Liverpool), seconded 
by Mr. Farrell (Carrickmacross).

Women and children sold into 
slavery in what was formerly German 
East Africa could’ be smuggled without 
any yreat difficulty into Kordofan and the 
other Islamic strongholds abutting on the 
Sahara Desert, where the time and condi- 
tions of their enslavement would be little 
likely to come to light. The difiiculty 
seems to be that, while the making. of new 
slaves is everywhere forbidden, the status 
of those who. were. slaves before the 
mandates came into effect is still somewhat 
nebulous. It is evident that. there has 
been no wholesale and explicit emancipa- 
tion of ‘slaves wherever and in whatever 
circumstances they may survive. On the 
contrary, there are regulations: in both 
French and British Togoland which seem 
to. provide ‘that the slave can claim 
emancipation from the white authorities 
only on showing that certain conditions 
have been fulfilled. Unfortunately, it is not 
always easy to distinguish formal slavery 
from what really amounts to a sort of 
indentured domestic labour—an arrange- 
ment under which the so-called slave can 
be compelled physically’to fulfil the terms 
of his agreement. These domestic slaves 
have their rights and are, indeed, more 
like peons than real slaves. The report 
presented to the Mandates Commission 
points out that these domestic slaves, who 
exist in great numbers in all the mandated 
territories, exhibit no general desire for 
emantipation. The status is regarded as 
one that is likely to linger for many years 
unless drastic changes are made in the 
economic conditions of the mandated terri- 
tories ;.and there is little prospect of any 
such changes in the near future. 


Wine and Spirits. 


Franco is virtually free from liquor 
legislation of any kind. There is no 
restriction upon the number of places 
where alcoholic beverages can be obtained, 
and the majority of liquor shops remain 
open continuously from early morning 
until midnight. In these circumstances 
special interest attaches to the result 
of an inquiry into the extent of 
excessive drinking which was published 
last week by the Ministry of Labout. “The 
report announces a substantial decrease in 
drunkenness.and in the consumption of 
strong drink throughout the whole country 
and notably in the industrial districts of 
Northern France. The improvement dates 
from the beginning of the war and has 
been ‘maintained steadily since that time. 
There has. been an appreciable diminution 
in the number of licensed premises and 
in the number of arrests for drunken- 
Employers of labour everywhere 
testimony to the decline of 
drinking and to the steadier output 
of the working classes. The report 
attributes the improvement to four chief 
causes. These are the high price of 
alcoholic drinks, the “ propagandist move- 
ment against alcoholism,’ the increasing 
popularity of athletics and other forms of 
sport and “a more rational utilisation of 
their leisure time by the working’ 
classes.” In France—and this is a highly 
important distinction—alcoholic beverages 
mean spirits and liqueurs and do: not 
include wine and beer. Apparently the 
official statistics are able to regard as 
almost negligible the amount of drunken- 
ness that results from excessive consump- 
tion of the country’s light wines and still 
lighter beers. It is clear that prohibition, 
after the American fashion, is not needed 
in France and probably would have ‘the 
worst consequences. Temperance reformers 
in Ireland will be well. advised to turn 
their eyes to Paris rather than to New 
York. They ought to note also that most 
of the refreshment shops in France. are 
clean, pleasant places where coffee. and 
well cooked food can be obtained and 
where self-respecting citizens can have the 
company of their wives and children. _

The Foresters’ Congress. 


The forty-sixth annual Congress of Irish 
National Foresters was. opened yesterday 
in..Dublin.

‘Congress a warm welcome to Dublin. The 
President expressed his pride in the fact 
that the delegates were sitting in the 
capital of a Free State. In the light of 
that fact, which has given a new direction 
to all our fortunes, a great deal of ancient 
history ought to be forgotten—or, at least, 
not too strictly remembered—by every one 
of us.

THE COMMITTEE ON RETAIL 

i PRICES. 

TO. THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sin,—The report of the Committee that has 
for many months been considering retailers’ 
prices is anxiously awaited. There are several 
outstanding commodities used in every house 
—coal, meat, butter and milk—which still, 
notwithstanding that we are near the fifth 
anniversary of the armistice, cost within 15 to 
19 per cont. of the prohibitive, extortionate 
prices of the days of rationing in 1917, 1918 
and 1919. To ascertain why this is, and to 
suggest a remedy .for it, was the origin of this 
official Committee. If prices were perforce 
rushed up to 175 per eent. above 1914 level, 
by reason of scarcity and the déarth of labour 
when millions went to war, economic laws 
should, in two and.a hali years after the war 
ceased, have restored substantially pre-war 
irices, even if one allows an addition ot 5 per 
nt. for the gradual appreciation of cost in six 
and a half years, in.conformity with the 
gradual rise since 1880. What has run counter 
to the economic laws which demanded a fall 
in prices commensurate with the demobilisa- 
tion of labour from the “ ranks ” to the mines 
and the railways and the farms and the 
markets? 

It is this factor that the Committee is t 
discover and combat, or rather to suggest the 
method of combating. By examination and 
cross-examination the Committee has had a 
method of arriving at the real facts. The 
public generally, being in the dark, rush to 
the conclusion that the retailers are reluctant 
to lower their war ‘prices, and that they either 
expressly or‘ tacitly unite in a “ring” or 
"trust, ” thus compelling the public to. pay or 
do without ; and that the hea ca would much 
prefer a small turnover, with a hundred per 
ecnt. profit, than six times the business with a 
twenty per cent. profit. 

How is it that the public have an idea that 
coal—good coal—at the pit’s. mouth never 
costs more than 14s. a ton, and that al] the 
train and boat carting charges add but, say, 
10s. a ton, making £1 5s.:in alt? If this 
be true, they.ask, why the profit of from £1 
to £1 4s. a ton in Dublin’ If bullecks in 
1919 and 1920 were £60 to £80 to the 
butcher, and in 1923 are £23 to £28, why 
does the price of meat in 1923 stand at a 
ptice representing a drop of only 4d. a.pound 
from the former price of 2s.—a reduction of Jess 
than 17 per cent.? li milk this summer can 
be delivered in Dublin at 1s. a gallon to the 
dairies, why is there an addition of over 160 
per cent. to the consumer, who is asked to 
pay—and it is compulsion, for milk is a 


When butter in the country is 10d. a pound, 
why does the Dublin consumer have to pay 
1s. 7d.—a profit of 90 per cent.? It is often 
forgotten by the public, too, that the butcher 
has not to pay for the full ‘live weight ” 
of a beast. I think that I am right in say- 
ing that he gets a reduction straight away of 
three-sevenths of the entire weight, to repre- 
sent horns, skin and all the offal, which he 
has thus for nothing. Irish prices have been 
consistently kept at or above high water 
mark, while British prices have been 
gradually falling, as the official price-index 
in each case conclusively shows. 

What can be done to benefit the people, 
who, after all, are the consumers—since 
each retailer is a consumer of everything, in- 
cluding that which he retails? Will retailers 
never be satisfied with less than from 60 to 
120° per cent.? If they were satisfied with 20 
per cent. they could employ thonsands of the 

unemployed,’’ and at the same time, and 
absolutely by the same method, they would 
enable the wages of such employed to be re- 
duced by almost one-half, and in the process 
nullify the working of that well known

ATTITUDE TOWARDS BRITISH 


PROPOSALS. 


ROME, Monday. 

A semi-official statement, issued here to- 
jay, says:—The Italian reply to the British 
Note and the Italian diplomatic policy have 
been inspired by the news of the Government, 
as expressed at the London Conference in 
December, 1922, and in successive phases of the 
reparations problem. Continuing to maintain 
its point of view,the Italian Government, which 
would have preferred to discuss it with thé 
\llies, has, as regards British ‘initiative, 
-arnestly considered the proposals made with 
a desire of contributing towards a concrete 
principle -of action, which it deems both need- 
ful and urgent. i 

The Italian reply adheres to the British 
CGovermment’s intentions in seeking to effect 
an easing of the European situation by main- 
taining Allied unity, and by the prompt 
settlement ef the reparations question and 
questions connected therewith, especially that 
of inter-Allied debts. +e 

The reply. further adds that the Italian 
Government believes that. it would be advis- 
able, in case of difficulties arising, that the 
different points of view and the British pro- 
posals should be discussed as a preliminary. 

Italy believes that a general and final settle- 

ment of reparations must include a settlement 
cf the question of debts. Italy upholds her 
proposals regarding pledges and guarantees, 
“hich. she believes, might conform with. those 
recently put forward by. the. Belgian Govern- 
ment. 
As to the proposed commission. of experts 
on Gernidne’s oibr to pay, Italy, while 
foveseeing difficulties, a not sisi such 
t measure from the preliminary steps. 

Italv. in conclusion repeats its oft-expressed 
opposition, both to passive resistence and to 
the ulterior military occupation of the Ruhr . 
and its favouring of the gradual reduction of 
eccupation. when a general understanding 
shall have been reached and guaranteed.

LADY GALWAY’S MISSING GEM 
RESTORED.

Lady Galway’s lest diamond, said to be 
worth £1,500, has been found by a stableman, 
who has restored it to the owner, and re- 
ceived £50 reward. 

The diamond is a yellow gem, larger than 
a halfpenny, and is believed to have been at 
one time the property of Napoleon. It has 
been an heirloom in the family of Sir Henry 
Galway, a former Governor of South Aus. 
tralia, for several generations. The gem was 
one of two of similar size and colour, fitted 
on a spray or hair ornament. 

Lady Galway, who had visited a jeweller’s 
shop on Thursday, dropped one of them as 
she was returning home, and the loss was 
not noticed for some time. | 

In the meantime a stableman named Thomas 
Whelan, aged 56, employed in Reece Mews, a 
short distance from Lady Galway’s home, was 
returning to his stables, when he picked up 
an object. wrapped in tissue paper, from the 
pavement. 

“T put it in my waistcoat pocket,” he 
said to-day, “ and thought no more about it 
until the next evening. Then, not thinking 
it of much value, I put it on the shelf in the 
harness room. On Saturday, my foremap, 
who had seen the jewel, came up to me and 
began to pull my leg. He asked me if I 
would take £10 for it. He then told me 
that bills were being displayed in the shops 
offering £50 for the recovery of a lost 
diamond. Up to that time I did not think 
that what I had found was worth fifty pence. 
When I learnt yesterday that Lady Galway 
had lost a diamond, I went to her house at 
breakfast time. There I was told that it was 
the missing diamond, and handed it over, 
receiving an assurance as to the £50 reward.”’

IN 62 MINUTES 
CROSSED AT. 220 
- MILES AN HOUR.

LONDON, Monday. 
_The Aerial Derby was won to-day by Mr. 
8. 8. Carter on a Gloster aeroplane, fitted 
with a 450 h.p. Napier-Lion engine. . For the 
whole course of 200 miles (two circuits. of 
London, each of 100 miles) the winner main- 
tained a speed of 184.4 miles an hour. The 
speed of last. year’s winner was 176.4 miles an 
hour, and in 1912, when the contest was in- 
augurated, the speed was 58.3 miles an hour. 
ver the first lap of 100 miles Carter 
averaged a yp of a fraction under 200 miles 
an hour, and when passing the winning post 
was flying at a little over 220 miles an hour. 
Mr. Carter, who won the handicap on a 
Bristol monoplane last year, thus became the 
winner of the eighth Aerial ‘Derby. His 
machine was virtually the same as that which, 
under the name of Mars, won the race in 
1921 and in 1922, piloted by Mr. James. 

Each year modifications were carried out, 
this year’s improvements being the moving of 
the petrol tank from between the top plane 
and the ‘fuselage, and the fitting of wings on 
a new section built for the speed races last 
year. Mr. Folland, the designer, stated that 
the machine is capable of fully 230 miles an 
hour for a short course. ‘To-day’s performance 
fully bears out that claim. he world’s 
record, held by America, is 226 miles an hour. 

Flight Lieutenant Longdon, on the Sopwith 
Hawker, was second, his machine taking 10 
minutes 46 seconds longer than the Napier- 
engined Gloster, which covered the 200 miles 
in 1 hour 2 minutes 23 seconds. 

Captain Hammersley won the handicap, 
being first home on the Avro Viper, fitted 
with a 200 h.p. Wolseley engine, this being his 
second win. He won the handicap in 1920. 

THREE BREAKDOWNS. 

All the machines started off in fine style, 
and, with the exception of Courtney’s D. H. 
9A, which landed at Brooklands, all com- 
ES the first lap, Hinkler, Woodhouse, and 
king being the first three to complete a Jap. 

On the second round Hammersley landed at 
Hounslow owing to engine ‘trouble, and later 
Hemmings had to come down at Romford with 
engine trouble. This was not to be wondered 
at, for the same machine had carried’ Hem- 
mings and Tymms to Gothenburg on Friday. 
It started back to Brussels on Sunday, and mes k 
arrived at Croydon to take part in the race 
at 10 a.m. yesterday morning. It was a 
performance highly creditable to crew and 
machine alike. 

The first machine home crossed the line at 
419 p.m., cheers greeting Hemersley as he 
crossed on the Avro-Viper. He was followed 
by Perry on a D.H.-A. less than a minute 
later,. with Woodhouse, on the Bolton and 
Paul P. 9, less than a minute after him, a 
fine piece of handicapping. The whole nine 
machines to finish came in within the space 
of less than 18 minutes. Raynham, on his 
Martinsyde, was fourth home, Carter fifth, 
Barnard on a D.H. 9:was sixth, Longton on 
the Sopwith-Hawker seventh, King on a Sop- 
with-Gnu was eighth, and Renno on the modi- 
fied S.E. 5 A ninth. 

Carter’s machine, with its beautiful stream- 
like fuselage and tiny wings, gave a wonderful] 
impression of speed as it crossed the line. 
On landing it was seen that the maching was 
covered with oil. Carter stated that an oil 
pipe had burst near Romford, and his face 
and goggles were so covered with oil that he 
was afraid that he would not be able to see 
the finish, He looked quite done up after 
the mental and túiéineí strain oí his fine 
períormance. 

R.A.F. CHALLENGE CUP. 

During the progress of the Derby, Bristol 
fighters of the Royal Air Force departed at 
two minute intervals to compete for the Air 
League Challenge Cup for Royal Air Force 
units.

BANK HOLIDAY RUSH TO 


COUNTRY AND SEA. 


Dublin presented its usual bank holiday ap- 
pearance yesterday, the streets being almost 
deserted once the rush of the exodus to 
seaside and country was over. The weather in 
the morning promised well and invited 
pleasure-seekers to make an early start. Long 
More 10 o'clock huge crowds had left the 
wv, if not by train, by tram. 

Every popular resort within easy reach of 
Dublin had its hundreds of patrons, but the 
attractions of Howth seemed to make the 
greatest appeal. Rain fell heavily for nearly 
an hour shortly after mid-day, but the skies 
cleared again, and the weather until home- 
coming time was delightful. 

Two passenger steamers—the King Orry and 
the. Peel Castle—took some 2,500 people to 
Douglas from Dublin yesterday. ere were 
enough disappointed holiday-makers left:

on something provisionally tangible and in- 
telligible, amid a vague confusion of new and 
incomprehensible forces: We do not pretend 
to understand these forces, or to prophesy iv 
what shape iermany will emerge alter she 
has survived the ordeal. For the present 
we are chiefly anxious that both we and the 
Allies should get reparations, that a Ger- 
many should exist capable of paying them to 
the full, and that in the process of securing 
them the fabric of civilised society should 
not be overthrown, but that, on the con- 
trar , sok rage should at last come to 
signify steadily returning prosperity for all. 

For that. reason the British Gid 
and the British people still try to look at the 
reparations problem from an economic point 
of view.., heir aim is so to link up the 
economic processes of Germany—and all the 
motives at play within them—with the 
economic processes of the Allied countries, 
that reparations, for Germany’s own sake, 
inevitably must be paid. We believe that 
the aim of Allied licy should be to link 
up Germany with the outside world in such 
a way that her will to pay, instead of bein 
an elusive aid irritating abstraction, should 
necessarily inform all her economic activities. 
That seems to us, in modern conditions, the 
only practical method of approaching the 
problem. 

We are glad that our Government has 
decided to continue the negotiations with the 
Allies. There is no reason for any im- 
patient outcries for strong action. The 
situation is certainly dangerous enough, but 
it will not be remedied by any reckless 
lunge into empty - spaces. The British 
sovernment has a clear, strong case, and its 
policy is to assert it with caution and with 
wisdom. 


FRENCH REPARATIONS 
POLICY. 


The Paris Correspondent of The Times 
writes :—There is a movement of opinion in 
France in favour of a more positive plan of 
reparations. Hitherto, it is asserted, M. 
Poincaré has taken up a defensive attitude. 
The Belgians have put forward suggestions 
which, whether they can be approved or not, 
were meant to be constructive, but the 
French attitude—according to criticisms 
which are beginning to be heard in Paris— 
has been purely negative. It is some months 
since the Belgian Government asked the 
French Government to work out a joint 
scheme. French, as well as Belgian repre- 
sentatives, were then appointed, including 
M. Barthou (acting.as an expert, and not as 
a member of the: Reparations Commission) for 
the purpose of drawing up common proposals. 

For reasons which have never been ex- 
www the effort came to naught. The 

elgians, however, at once proceeded to, ela- 
borate their suggestions and to draw up 
technical reports, which have just been made 
public. But M. Poincaré appeared to think 
that concrete and detailed propositions op the 
part of France would be premature. It was 
argued that it was for Germany to make 
offers after the cessation of passive resistarce, 
and not for France to do more than declare 
her general demands, and hold substantially 
to the schedule of payments of 1921. France, 
to use the expression of the Journal des 
Débats, stayed in her trenches, but it is now 
believed that the moment is come when she 
should change her tactics and come into the 
open, 


THE REICHSTAG. 

The Berlin Correspondent of Te Times 
writes :—The emergency summer session of 
the Reichstag, which begins on Wednesday, 
is expected to last about eight days, provided 
no sudden development occurs to prolong its 
labours. It. is an ad hoc session, solely caused 
by the situation in the Ruhr. Therefore, the 
chief business will fall on the shoulders of 
the Chancellor and the Finance Minister. 

Dr. Cuno is expected “to make a statement 
on the foreign situation, in which he will 
criticise the attitude oí the Allies—especially 
France—and will reiterate Germany’s de- 
termination to stand firm in the Ruhr. I, 
as Mr. Lloyd George asserted, the alternative 
is between capitulation and chaos, then the 
Chancellor would be for chaos. But few 
people in Germany seriously believe that chaos 
is as near as all that. 


PAPAL PROTEST TO 
BELGRADE. 


A Note issued by the G@enzia Volta an- 
nounces that the Vatican is seriously pre- 
occupied over the attitude of the Yugo-Slav 
Government with regard to several questions 
touching vital interests of Roman Catholicism 
in Yugo-Slavia, writes Zhe Times Corre- 
spondent at Milan. While cordial diplomatic 
relations are maintained between the Vatican 
and the Yugo-Slav Government, and agree- 
ment is being reached on the concordat, which 
is to take the place of the Serbo-Vatican 
concordat of 1914, it cannot be said, the 
Note continues, that all possible care 1s 
being taken in Belgrade hot to work 
against the interests of the Roman Cathohic 
Church. A memorandum was recently sent 
to Belgrade, in which the Vatican protested 
against the confiscation of twenty convents, 
nme hundred acres of ecclesiastical property, 
the Roman Catholic Academy of Neusatz 
Ujvidek), and seventy Catholic teachers 
ouses. The memorandum challenged the 
attitude of the Serbian, Orthodox Church, 
which demands all this property for itself. 
{¢ is understood that no reply to the 
memorandum has yet been received. 


MONETARY POLICY. 

The Times, in & leading article on mone- 
tary policy, refers to the revival of the 
monetary controversy by the recent advance 
in the Bank rate from three to four per cent., 
and says:—For the last three months prices 
have = ok a tendency to fall—following the 
temporary rise which resulted from the 
Ruhr .occupation—but this dechne cannot be 
attributed to the rise in the Bank rate, which 
did not take place until a month ago. It is 
a rather singular fact that during this short 
period of falling prices credit, in the shape 
of bank deposits, was increased and not 
diminished. 

The lesson to be learned from these contrary 
movements is that little can be confidently 
deduced from movements over a short period 
of time. Although retail prices and wages 
have suffered a fall in the past eighteen 
months, wholesale prices have shown remark- 
able stability, and it appears, therefore, that 
there is no inconsistency between the policy 
of the Prime Minister—namely, to promote 
confidence in the price level—and the mone- 
tary policy of the Bank of England. The

ASSAULTS BY WOMEN,

+ The twenty-ninth annual meeting of dele. 
gates to the Irish Labour Party and Trades 
Union Congress was opened yesterday in 
Dublin in conditions which mark an ugly 
innovation. The split in the Labour organisa- 
tion, which can no longer be concealed, led 
to a series of most discreditable scenes in 
front of the Mansion House, where the 
Congress ix being held. 

Shortly before 11 o'clock a number of men 
and women assembled and took up a position 
in front of the side door leading into the 
garden of the Mansion House. By that time 
some forty or fifty delegates} including the 
chief officials, had entered the premises; but 
from that hour no person, whether 
a delegate or not, was permitted to ap- 
proach either the hall-door of the Mansion 
House or the garden dood: Newspaper repre- 
sentatives and camera men were treated with 
indignity and violence. One of the latter had 
his camera injured by a kick, and was thank- 
ful that he escaped from personal injury. 
A woman attempted to stab a reporter with a 
hat-pin as he ascended the steps leading to 
the halldoor of the Mansion House, and he 
was opportunely saved from mob violence by 
the Lord Mayor’s lady secretary. 

Any man who, even unsuspectingly, at- 
tempted to approach the garden door was im- 
mediately surrounded by a mob of infuriated 
women, young and old, who pelted and 
scratched like tigresses and screeched like 
lunatics. The men encouraged the women and 
looked on with approval. “‘Kick the heart 
out of him,” they aid as the women were 
pummelling one of their victims. 


NO POLICE PRESENT. 


This rowdy conduct went on for over an 
hour and a half, and no policeman put in 
an appearance. 

When the police did arrive their presence 
had little or no effect upon the conduct 
of the ‘shrieking stishead.” A girl, 
not more than eighteen years of age, 
who carried a wrecked umbrella in her 
hand, found consolation in the fact that she 
could buy a new umbrella, but “he could not 
buy a new head’’—meaning that she had 
broken the umbrella upon the head of some 
unfortunate delegate who: hat been trying to 
get to the Congress. 

Several men received very rough treatment 

at the hands of these women. he Labour 
members of the Dail and of the Senate came 
in for unmeasured abuse. The internments, 
the executions, the incomes of officials. and 
*.D’s, the general injustice to the working- 
men, were the subjects which supplied the 
malcontents with verbal fireworks. 
- The result of this violent demonstration was 
that only from forty to fifty delegates were 
present in the Supper Room when it was de- 
cided to proceed with the business of the day. 
More than double that number had been 
forcibly excluded. It would appear that the in- 
tention of the people who formed this turbulent 
gathering was to invade the Congress, but that 
they were unable to do. 


CONGRESS AT WORK. 


It was one o'clock when the Congress set 
to work, under the presidency of Mr. L. J. 
O’ Duffy, of the Distributive Workers’ Union. 
Among those present were Senators O’Farrell 
and Farren,Alderman William O’Brien, M.P.; 
Mr. T. Johnson (Secretary), M.P., and Mr. 
Thomas Nagle, M.P. 

The President said that the number of 
delegates appointed this year was, perhaps, 
the largest that had been Eric in the 
history of their body. Ii they were not all 
able to be present, the responsibility was with 
Mr. Larkin, who had stated some weeks ago 
that there would be no Congress. Mr, Larkin 
had tried to use the machinery of the law to 
vrevent the Congress from being held, and. 
having failed in that, he invoked the aid of 
tiie rabble. 

A number of people had been incited by 
slatements made to them—false, misleading 
stateméents—about the trades union movement, 
aud particularly the Irish Transport Workers’ 
Union. 

Senator Farren, Dublin: Workers’. Council, 
formally welcomed the delegates, who had 
come irom all parts of Ireland, North and 
South. 

The President then delivered his address, 
in the course of which he recalled the condi- 
tion of things in the country when the previous 
Congress was held here a year ago. The civil 
war, he said, had then reached the zenith of 
its fierceness; the social life of the country 
was violently interrupted. The country was 
imbibing freely the doctrine of hate preached 
by a rampant militarism. 

The disposition to kill was ennobled into a 
science, and the taking of life was exalted into 
a virtue. ‘he spirit of comradeship which for 
sixty years had welded together the men and 
women of the nation in the service of a 
common country, and In pursuance of a 
common purpose, was being ruthlessly 
destroyed by the hatred engendered by a de- 
vastating civil war, the end of which no one 
could fo_-tell, and the ultimate consequence 
of which, even to-day, was a matter of con- 
jecture. 

NEITHER SIDE BLAMELESS. 


Neither side in the recent struggle was free 
trom reproach. One of the prophets whese 
life and death had inspired thousands -f the 
Irish people said with prophetic fervour, 
“Ireland unfree will never’ be at peace.” 
(Applause.) However much one might strive to 
shut out the fact from immediate considera- 
tion, the opposition to the present régime was 
not yet ended. 

Apart from the compelling influences of 
economic forces; hunger and unemployment, 
in a land endowed .by Providence with a 
lavish hand; unfed children, stums, work- 
houses, untilled fields. and idle factories 
ruined and di-mantled by the roadside; emi- 
gration and destitution clamouring for atten- 
tion, there are other sources of discontent, 
other appeals to reason or passion, whichever 
you will, militating against internal peace and 
social order, and they must, as they will, 
find physical expression. 

No country with Ireland’s traditions and no 
people with the tenacity and perseverance of 
the Irish can ever be reconciled to the per- 
manent artificial dismemberment of territory 
and people. The division of the 
country into two spheres of economic 
influence on the absurd pretext that 
we are two distinct peoples 18 
stupid and futile. Not once, but a hundred 
times has the oneness of the Irish people been 
demonstrated. The working classes, both North 
and. South, have a cherished heritage that 
neither frontiers nor boundaries can destroy ; 
to attempt it is folly. The people on both 
sides of the present or any future boundary 
will inevitably, as occasion arises, regard 
themselves as one and indivisible.

The report of the Imperial Defence Com- 

mittee approved by the Government upon— 
1. The relations of the Navy and Air 
Force ; : 
“o-ordination of the defence forces, 
was issued in London yesterday. 

A special Sub-Committee, consisting of 
Lords Balfour (Chairman), Peel and Weir, 
which was instructed to inquire into the rela- 
tions of the Navy and Air Force as regards 
the contro! of Fleet air work, states that in 
the course of a somewhat acute controversy 
hetween the two departments a very large 
number of points have been raised whose 
unportance is subsidiary and illustrative. 

othe Air Ministry was given in 1917 con- 
trol over the Air Force of the country. It 
was only natural, therefore, that the Aur 
Ministry should strongly object to being 
partially dismembered, the more so as in the 
early days of the dispute the severance of the 
Fleet Air arm from the rest of the Air Force 
meant an immensely larger proportionate loss 
than it would mean at present. But, though 
the injury involved in the complete removal 
from their jurisdiction of the Fleet Air arm 
was relatively diminished, it remained in prin- 
crple the same, and, if carried out fo its 
logical conclusion, would, in the Air Ministry's 
opinion, lead to many difficulties. Much over- 
lapping would hamper progress and increase 


expense. 
A COMPROMISE. 

The Admiralty view is that a Fleet Air arm 
is now as necessary as cruisers, destroyers or 
submarines. Aerial reconnaissance and a€rial 
spotting are as strictly naval operations as 
gunnery, torpedo work and wireless tele- 
graphy. It seems to the Admiralty intoler- 
able that, while they are responsible for the 
safety and success of the Battle Fleets, the 
sir work, on which that in a large measure 
depends, should be performed by persons 
belonging to another Service. 

The report proceeds :— “ Your Sub-Committee 
have the greatest sympathy with both these 
points of view, and they have given much 
anxious thought to the question of how ‘they 
ean best be dealt with. They do not think 
that the present system can remain altogether 
mnchanged ; neither do they think it possible 
to sever completely the Air organisation which 
does work for the Fleet from the Air organisa- 
tion which is responsible for home lear 
mg an attack and for co-operating with 
the Army in other theatres of operation. A 
course somewhere between these two extremes 
is the one we recommend.” 

The general system at present in force 1s 
that the Air Ministry raises, trains and 
maintains the Fleet arr arm. At sea the 
Fleet air arm comes under the operational 
and disciplinary control of the Admiralty, 
which builds and maintains the carriers. As 
goon as the air units are on board the 
carriers they come under the orders of the 
Naval Commander-in-Chief. 

Regarding the future, the Sub-Committee 
say a larger measure of agreement was found 
possible on certain aspects of the problem 
than at one time seemed likely. 

The Admiralty were anxious that group 
es in contact with the Navy should he 
officers with experience of the Fleet air arin. 

The Sub-Committee recommend that it 
should be made part of the practice of the 
Air Ministry to consult with the Admiralty 
before such appointments are made, and that 
the same principle should be extended to the 
air officer commanding a coast defence area, 
and the senior officer on board a carrier. 

They recommend that the Air Ministry 
should supply all the material the Admiralty 
demands, with appeal by either party to the 
Defenee Committee. 

THE CAPTAIN SUPREME. 

Regarding discipline on board ship, the 
Sub-Committee’s recommendation is that the 
two Departments should collaborate in draw- 
ing up a code of regulations which would 
make clear the relations between them at all 
points where they come into contact. The 
Admiralty requires the Air Force on board 
ship to be completely under the orders of sts 
captain. 

he Sub-Committee say that the position 


of a member of the Air Force on board ship - 


should not differ from the position of a 
marine, and the Air Ministry should accept 
the principle that all reports on officers of 
the Fleet air arm should be signed by the 
captain of the ship and passed through the 
Naval ConesiieriaChied 

It should be definitely laid down,. say the 
Sub-Committee, that the personnel, material 
and reserves of the Fleet air arm should not 
be withdrawn by the Air Ministry without 
either the consent of the Admiralty or the 
decision of the Cabinet. 

They further recommend that Naval officers 
should be appointed to the Air Staff, that 
Air Force officers should be appointed to the 
Naval War Staff, and that some meane shou!d 
be devised by which the technical knowledge 
at the disposal of the Admiralty should be 
utilised by the Air Ministry. 

They recommend that Naval officers should 
be seconded to the Air Service and Air Force 
officers enabled to serve on board carriers.

A MINIATURE SEAPLANE. 


WASHINGTON (By Mail). 

The Navy has tested out what is de- 
scribed by officials as the smallest seaplane 
in the world, designed by Naval aeronautical 
engineers for use from submarines at sea. 
The ‘plane weighs approximately 1,000lbs., 
including its 60 horse-power engine, and can 
be knocked down into small units, stowed 
away on a submarine, and then assembled 
again ready for flight within a few minutes. 

The type tested at the ‘Naval Air Station at 
Anacostia is of wood and wire, and within 
a month machines of that build will be deli- 
vered to various submarines. 

Another type for similar use is being made 
of metal. When assembled the ‘plane could 
be put in an ordinary living room, for it 1s 
only 18 feet between the wing tips.—(Reuter.) 
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POLITICAL EXPECTANCY IN
